With this role of the unlicensed masseur it 
would seem to follow that any modality not prohibited by a spocitic 
statutory provision or local ordinance may bo usod by the masseur so 
long as tho modality is reasonably related to tho giving of massago 
for tho preservation of health or the induction of relaxation,
